congregating on the back seats and 
talking and laughing during ser- 
vices, can not be too strongly con- 
demned. 

It suggc'sts the saloon rowdy, the 
chronic loafer and ih^ad-beat, the 
all-around tough and good-for no- 
thing. We ceitainly look for no 
manly boys, or boys* who are to 
make their mark in the world, 
among tho.se disturbers of religious 
exercises on the back seals. 

We are sorry to Hay that there 
are some girls, who talk and giggh^ 
entirely too much in church, loo. 
We vividly recall onv Sunday afler- 
noon, when a young woman wilh a 
doll face and " AinH I sweet 9" air, 
was called upon to sign a hymn. 
At the close of the rendition, her 
admirers clapped their hands in (tp- 
plansc, as if it were at a thi^atre or 
eoncerl and the yfiunjc woman wiiiil 
od and simpered. We looked about 
(IS, dumbfounded, and saw a hear- 
ing lady, who was there with a 
semi-Tiute friend, gasp and exclaim 
in horror — " In church ! " and she 
looked as if she w<'re meditating an 
escape from such a <!rowd. Such 
conduct is abominable, and we 
earnestly hope we .shall never see 
a re|)el,il ion of it.

Beyond the fact that it is the de- 
sire of the committee to make the 
event as populai )i possible, no de- 
finite airangements can be an- 
notineetl iit this writing. ' Wafvli 
tlie next and succeeding Journals 
1\n' particulars. 

However, we may say now that 
the (luestion of admitting ladies to 
the l)!inquet, has been decided in 
the negative. Due (consideration 
was given the question. It was 
admilled thai the ladi(>s would nnike 
agreeable company ; tlnst tli(>ir pre- 
sence would place ri'straints upon a 
public banquet, which might be 
beneficial, or even desirable; and 
that their admittance would add 
greatly to the beauty and magni- 
tude of the commemoration. But, 
ontheothoi hand, it was argued 
tliat. greater reasons niad(> it ab 
solulely inadvisal'le to admit ladies 
to a promiseiioiis b!in(ju(>t. The 
committee could not alter the ruh's 
of etiquette to suit its lady friends, 
and it doubted that a decent wo- 
man desired to attend a l)anquel, 
wli(>re most of the members might 
bo unknown to her It could not 
take the responsibility of atTording 
others an oppott unity to cause re- 
marks nuide ab.iut fancied or real 
improprieties in connection with 
th(< baiupiet. A banquet, at whi<!h 
the composition is likely to be one- 
third of ladies and two-thirds of 
gentlemen, is highly inelegant. As 
it is to be a public lianquet, and 
not a select one, a portion of the 
ladies would likely l>e without 
escorts, whioh should make their 
attendiince uiidesiiable. Lastly, 
but not leastly, the pH>senc<> of the 
ladies would put too great restraints 
upon the gentlemen to whom smok- 
ing is as great a pleasure as eating 
ice-cream is to the ladies, ami who 
feel that, having the right to in- 
dulge in the pleasure at home, on 
tli(« street and at the clul), they 
ought not to lie prevented from en- 
joying the simpl(> luxury at a func- 
tion, to which they have more right 
than tht> ladies, and especially as 
most all banquets are wound up in 
smoke. 

Let it be understood that the 
above statements, while ba.sed upon 
tJi(V committee's Jiction, should be 
(•onwitlered as our own, as no 
authority was given us to speak for 
tin* committee. 

W(» regret that the committee 
.saw fit to disappoint the ladies, but 
believe it was unavoidable. Of 
couise, they might have decided on 
some other form of celel)ration, but 
tin? will of the majoiii3' usually 
rules, and in this instance the ciy 
was for a banquet. If the ladies 
are truly anxious to honor Gallaudet 
after the fashion of the gentlemen, 
why don't they g(>t up a banquet of 
their own ? To l)e sure, a banquet 
is not the only way liy whic-h to 
commemoride (iallaudet Day.
